Report of a Year’s Activity on 


Chicago’s Dental Relief Program 


On February 1, 1940 responsibility for 
the management of the dental relief 
activity passed from the Chicago Dental 
Society to the Chicago Relief Adminis- 
tration. For a full decade the Chicago 
Dental Society had shouldered the full 
responsibility of providing dental care 
for public relief clients. The funds, of 
course, were provided by the government, 
first the state and then the city. How- 
ever, the renting of quarters for the 
Central Unit, the employment of per- 
sonnel both lay and professional, the pur- 
chase of supplies and equipment and all 
the other details of management were 
the daily responsibility of the Society. As 
early as the fall of 1939, Society officials 
discussed with Leo M. Lyons, Commis- 
sioner of Relief of the City of Chicago, 
possible steps to place the relief activity 
on a sufficiently sound basis to assure 
adequate funds for the operation of the 
Central Unit. 


NEW UNIT 


For some unaccountable reason the 
flow of patients had slackened until it 
was a mere trickle—not enough to jus- 
tify the overhead expense of a separate 
central unit for which a substantial rental 
had to be paid. Fortunately a thirty day 
cancellation clause had been inserted in 
the lease on the Central Unit located at 
543 South Dearborn Street so that that 
liability could be disposed of at any 
time. Satisfactory quarters were found 
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at 25 South Seeley Avenue in a building 
already being operated by the Chicago 
Relief Administration. Arrangements 
were made for the removal of the Unit 
to that address, thus eliminating any ex- 
tra rental on account of the Central 
Dental Unit. Coincidentally the extrac- 
tion department was abolished so that the 
new Unit was solely a diagnostic and re- 
ferral center. Such employees as were 
needed were retained by the Chicago 
Relief Administration and on February 
I, 1940 a new era in dental relief was 
opened. 

Let it be stated here that the transfer 
of administrative responsibility in no way 
compromised the professional principles 
and policies governing the dental relief 
program. Freedom of choice of dentist 
and personal relationship between pa- 
tient and practitioner are the twin bul- 
warks of professionalism. They must 
continue to be. 

With the consummation of the trans- 
fer the Chicago Dental Society, through 
its Dental Relief Commission, became 
the advisor to the Chicago Relief Ad- 
ministration in all matters of a profes- 
sional nature. Regularly each month the 
Commission confers with Miss Edna 
Nicholson, Director of Medical Service 
of the Chicago Relief Administration, 
to whom is due a great deal of the credit 
for the harmonious and efficient opera- 
tion of the dental program. Problems 
that arise in the course of the pre- 
ceding month are discussed and decisions 


reached. These meetings are conducted 
along strictly informal lines and in an 
atmosphere of friendliness and mutual 
confidence. 

All this is by way of introduction to 
the main theme of this article, namely, 
a review of the dental relief program 
during the first year. 


AMOUNT OF SERVICE 


More than fourteen thousand relief 
clients (14,144) were examined at the 
Central Unit. Of this number 13,193 
were made for the purpose of determin- 
ing the amount and character of dental 
care needed and 951 were “re-check” ex- 
aminations made to appraise the quality 
of service already rendered. In this con- 
nection it should be noted that it is the 
established policy of both the Chicago 
Relief Administration and the Chicago 
Dental Society that the work of all par- 
ticipating dentists be checked at inter- 
vals. 


DISPOSITION OF PATIENTS 


As a result of the 13,193 examinations 
to determine type and amount of care to 
be authorized, the patient was referred 
to a dentist for treatment in 12,068 
cases. In 236 of the examinations no 
treatment was found necessary. In 30 
cases the patients refused the care ad- 
vised. (These were almost entirely pa- 
tients for whom extractions had been 
recommended and who were not willing 
to have the extractions made unless the 
Chicago Relief Administration promised 
to supply needed dentures which, ac- 
cording to Chicago Relief Administra- 
tion, it could not do.) 

In 778 of the cases the only care indi- 
cated consisted of dentures or other un- 
usual service for which special approval 
had to be secured from the Chicago Re- 
lief Administration. In 81 cases patients 
were referred to County Hospital for 
special care; or to dental schools for 
special work under research projects. 
This was done only on request from the 
patient.

EXTENT OF PARTICIPATION 


As of February 1, 1941, there were 
1,472 dentists included in the Chicago 
Relief Administration official list. Of 
these, 1,375 or 93% gave some service 
during the year. The Chicago Relief 
Administration is particularly pleased 
with this spread of the work, especially 
in view of the fact that quite a number 
of the dentists now on the list have been 
added comparatively recently, helping to 
account for the 7% who gave no service 
during the year. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PATIENTS 


Frequently one hears the statement 
that a given dentist is receiving a dis- 
proportionate number of relief clients as 
patients. The conclusion is immediately 
reached that such a dentist is so favored 
because he has friends in high places. It 
may be stated here categorically that 
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such a charge is absolutely without 
foundation. There is not now, and there 
never has been, any effort on the part of 
officials of the city or of the Relief Ad- 
ministration to influence the assignment 
of patients to dentists. This is a record 
of which we may all be justly proud. 
Two factors alone determine what den- 
tist is assigned a given patient. First, if 
the patient chooses a dentist and he is on 
the roster of qualified practitioners then 
the patient is assigned to him. Second, 
if the dentist selected by the patient is 
not on the roster, or if the patient has 
no choice, then he is assigned to a dentist 
in his neighborhood on a rotation basis. 
It is obvious from this that in those 
neighborhoods having a large relief pop- 
ulation the dentists on the roster will re- 
ceive a much larger number of relief 
patients than in those neighborhoods 
having a comparatively small relief pop- 
ulation. One thing is certain—all relief 
patients are assigned on the basis of the 
two basic principles previously cited. 


PAYMENTS TO DENTISTS 


As is well known, there is a consider- 
able time lag between the authorization 
or incurrence of an obligation for the 
service and the final payment of the bill. 
Also, there is always some decrease from 
the amount of obligations incurred to the 
actual payments, due chiefly to failure by 
the patient to use his authorization. For 
these reasons, payments to dentists for 
any given period cannot be matched ex- 
actly with services authorized. Payments 
made to dentists from February 1, 1940, 
through January 31, 1941, therefore, re- 
flect a part of the service authorized un- 
der the old plan of operation and do not 
reflect all of the services authorized un- 
der the present plan, since bills for De- 
cember and January services are not all 
submitted for payment until February 


‘and March. No doubt the membership 


will be interested in the amount of pay- 
ments to dentists for the year February 
1, 1940, through January 31, 1941. These 
figures show total payments of $78,896 
to practicing dentists, or an average pay- 


ment per dentist participating of $57.38. 

One of the most interesting phases of 
the dental program has been the shift in 
the age group of relief clients referred 
for care. A sample of clients referred 
during the month of August 1940 showed 
that only 1% were under 20 years of 


age. Believing that the greatest good 
could be accomplished by reaching the 
lower age groups a definite program was 
developed to take the benefits of the den- 
tal service to that group. Results were 
secured almost immediately. In Septem- 
ber the percentage rose to 6. By Decem- 
ber 1940 it stood at 22% and by April 
23.2% of all patients were less than 20 
years of age. With the emphasis con- 
stantly being placed on the greater value 
to the individual and to the community 
of providing care for youths,, it is ex- 
pected that this figure will continue to 
rise. Conversely, the number of clients 
over 20 years of age referred for care 
has fallen and probably will continue to 
do so since the amount of money avail- 


able for dental care has not varied 
greatly from month to month. 


The explanation for the situation ex- 
isting prior to the adoption of a program 
for the younger people lies in the fact 
that they were not educated to the need 
for dental care and so did not seek it. 
The older clients, being in pain and dis- 
comfort due to many years of dental 
neglect, actively sought, and so received, 
relief from their dental ills. 

On the basis of past experience it can 
be said without hesitation that relief cli- 
ents are receiving the maximum of den- 
tal care consistent with the funds that 
are made available for the purpose. The 
program is being managed by the Med- 
ical Relief Service of the Chicago Relief 
Administration with every consideration 
for both patient and dentist and, in our 
judgment, is a credit to the profession 
and the community.

Of more than passing interest is the change in policy toward 
postgraduate instruction as promulgated by the Study Club Com- 
mission and approved by the Board of Directors.

ify for appointment in the Dental Corps 
Reserve to apply for such appointment in 
order that they may serve in a profes- 
sional capacity. Those who have been 
inducted and who qualify for appoint- 
ment as officers will be discharged and 
ordered to extended active duty for a 
period of twelve consecutive months in 
their commissioned capacity. 

“The Director of Selective Service has 
been requested to urge Selective Service 
Boards to carefully consider the needs of 
their respective communities before for- 
warding a dentist for induction. This 
action follows the many protests re- 
ceived that the Selective Training and 
Service Act resulted in taking from 
civilian pursuit professional men who 
were vitally needed in their civilian ca- 


pacity by reason of public health and 
interest.”
